ENGINE POWER AT HIGH 
ALTITUDES.

It is quite evident that similar con- 
ditions will occur this year, and, in 
all probability, next. year, as well, 
in spite of the rapid increase in con- 
sumption and of ,the more ‘diverse: 
uses of the metal.« Ag 2. con-
